RULES FOR INCOMPATIBILITY OP DRUGS. 

I. Mineral acids are incompatible with the alkalies* 

their carbonates, and lead. 

II. Metallic salts are precipitated by alkalies and tan- 
nic acid. 

III. The alkaloids are incompatible with tannic acid 
and caustic alkalies. 

IV. All drugs are incompatible with their antidotes 
and chemical tests.
